Riohard Muir made tho closing1 speec 
for the prosecution. Ho dec-larrd tha 
the crown had proved beyond a rea 
sonable doubt that the body found in 
the cellar of the Crippen home 
that of the doctor's wife. No one 
had a chanco to murder tho womai 
and bury the body as it was found 
have been buried. 


Lord Chief Justice Alverstone imme- 


diately began his summing up of the 
case. 


The justice described Crippon a.s an 
extraordinary nia.ii, whether puilty' 01 
innocent. If guilty, he had covered up 
a ghastly crime in a ghastly way, and 
it was believed, in a most brutal nnc 
calloused manner.

Okra and Tomatoes.—Cut young okra 


Into thin slices and pare and slice some 
tomatoes, allowing one pint of toma- 
toes to a quart of okra and enough wa- 
ter to cover. 
When they have been 


stewing fifteen minutes add a tea-' 


spoonful of salt and a quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of'.pepper and one teaspoon- 
ful of butter. Turn into a deep dish 
cover with buttered bread or cracker 
crumbs, dot with butter and bake half 
an hour. 


Corn Chowder.— If you can get some 


sweet corn try this most palatable 
concoction. 
Take six large or eight 


small ears of corn, score the kernels 
and scrape out the pulp or slice off thin 
layers with a sharp knife. Peel and 
slice a large white onion, add a pint of 
potato dice and a quarter pound of salt 
pork cut in dice. Fry pork and onion 
until straw colored and then take out 
with a skimmer. Put the other ma- 
terials Into the dripping in layers, with 
tho onion and pork scattered In be- 
tween. Add seasoning of salt and pep- 
per. 
Then add enough hot water to 


stand an Inch above the materials 
Cover and place over a fire that will 
;ook It gently for half an hour after 
t begins to boll. Just before serving 
idd a pint of hot milk and pour th 
vhole over half a pound of milk crack 
ra. Turn Into a covered tureen. Le 
t stand In a warm place for five mln 
tes, then send to table. 


On Ironing 'Day 


Irons must be much hotter for 


starched pieces than for flannels. For 
these they must barely hits under tho 
touch of a moistened finger. 


To got the right finish on any piece 


of ironing It must bo ironed until dry 
Attack tho starched pieces and those 
that require most work early In tho 
action, 


A few of tho essentials, nftor the 


ronlng table itself and the Irons, are 
on Iron stand, an Iron holder with an 
asbestos lining, a bit of beeswax tied 
up In a piece of cheoocloth, n bowl of 
warm water with n sponge or a piece 
of soft llnnn, which may be used to 
liunpon scallops nnd edgings which 
have bocomit too dry to Iron well' a 
>leco ot paper folded In aevi-ral thick- 
esses on which to tent the huat of tho 
ron nnd to wlpo any black imlrch 
rom It. 
Tnko your clotho« from thn lino as 
oon as possible after they uro dry. 


They are likely to become too stiff If 
left out longer than necessary. 


Be especially careful to bring starch- 


ed clothes in as soon as they «re dry. 
When It Is cold tho freezing takes out 
tho stiffness, and when the weather la 
damp the clothes become limp.

Hamilton was found guilty of bribing an alderman to vole for him, 


and his sentence is not less tbnu two and a half years nor more than four 
years in prison. That will certainly strike terror to the hearts of tho 


grafters and political corruptionisls who seemed so numerous under the 


regime of the reform administration of Mayor White. It has been left to 


the courts to effect some of the principal reforms through severe sentences. 


Lawrence is not. the only city in which official corruption 1ms been 


leoently detected and punished; hut Lawrence, unfortunately, at the present 


time, blnnds in a most unenviable light before the public in this rcspoct. 


The amount of money paid by Hamilton was $100, but the crime would have 
been equally grave, if the sum had been but five dollars.

Senator Lodge should fail of re-elec- 
tion, Theodore Roosevelt 
spoke here 
last night In behalf of the republica 
party o{iMassachusetta. He said that 
the. senator -was a friend of progressive 
legislation and that there was no dif- 
ference of opinion as to the basic prin- 
ciple of protection, as the republican 
party. stood' solidly on .the tariff com- 
mission plan as contained in Its last 
national •platform.

Pour over enough milk to 
cover fairly and bake. 


pkra and Tomatoes.-Cut young okra 
into thin slices and pare and slice some 
tomatoes, allowing one pint of toma- 
toes to a quart of okra and enough wa- 
ter to cover.

stewing fifteen minutes add a tea- 


spoonful of salt and a quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of pepper and one teaspoon- 
ful of butter. Turn into a deep dish 
cover with buttered bread or cracker 
crumbs, dot with butter and bake half 
an hour. 


Corn Chowder.—If you can get some 


sweet corn try this most palatable 
concoction. 
Take six largo or eight 


smal! ears of corn, score the kernels 
and scrape out the pulp or slice oft thin 
layers with a sharp knife. Peel and 
slice a largo white onion, add a pint of 
potato dice and a quarter pound of salt 
pork cut in dice. Fry pork and onion 
until straw colored nnd then take out 
with a skimmer. 
Put the other ma- 


terials into the dripping in layers, with 
the onion and pork scattered In be- 
tween. Add seasoning of salt and pep- 
per. 
Then add enough hot water to 


stand an inch above the materials 
Cover and place over a flre that will 
cook it gently for half on hour after 
t begins to boil. Just before serving 
add a pint of hot milk and pour tho 
whole ovor half a pound of milk crack- 
irs. Turn into a covered tureen. Let 
t stand in a warm place for five min- 
utes, then senfl to table.

BOSTON, Oct. z2.—Declaring that it 


would be a calamity to the nation if 
Senator Lodge should fail of re-elec- 
tion, Theodore Roosevelt spoke here 
last night in behalf of the republican 
party of Massachusetts. He said that 
the senator was a friend of progressive 
legislation and that there was no dif- 
ference of opinion as to the basic prin- 
ciple of protection, as the republican 
party stood solidly on the tariff com- 
mission plan as contained in its last 
national platform. 


The colonel made no reference to the 


Payne-Aldrich bill, confining

Roosevelt's reception in Boston 


He spent the 
afternoon away from the crowds at the 
home of Dr. William S. -Blgelow, broth- 
er-in-law of Senator Lodge, but when 
he appeared In public last night the 
people gave him one of the most strik- 
ing demonstrations which ho has re- 
ceived since his return from Africa.

afford the fine muslin petticoat, but 
she will find that skirts of soft pongee 
—not the coarse grained kinds for 
gowns—will be Just the thing. 
This 


material comes In white and all colors, 
washes well and wears well. 


It Is niade Into a narrow petticoat 


which flares a -little at the seams and 
is trimmed with a scant ruffle or wide 
tucks. 
The main thing la to cut it 


short It should not come to the edge 
ot'the dress skirt, but an Inch above 
Quite too many women let it slope a 
blc at the back, and this, added to the 
fact that the petticoat Is apt to sag 


from the waist line anyway, brings it 
down to a point below the skirt 


Drawstrings should' not be used. 


They are a nuisance, and they prevent 
a skirt from fitting as it should. 'No 
matter how tightly they are tied, they 
ease up. A petticoat is always better 
when fastened up the front or side 
than in the back, but wherever the 
opening It should be buttoned or glove 
clamped or hooked. The second meth- 
od is best of all. China silk and mes- 
sallne have come to the front as petti- 
coats to be worn under soft gowns. 
Taffeta "used to be chosen, but tha 
present season does not approve of it 
very much because it is not soft 
enough to cling. 


A clever girl has evolved a way of 


her own to put in casings for ribbon in 
her lingerie. She makes up and down 
bars at intervals along the Inside of 
the topmost strip of insertion, button- 
holing them their entire length for 
firmness. She uses coarse thread for 
tho purpose unless the fabric is very 
fine. The ribbons run under and over 
the bars and save the use of beading.

Dredge 
with salt and pepper and bits of butter 
Add a layer of cracker crumbs, then a 
layer of oyster plant and season as be- 
fore.

Okra and Tomatoes.— Cut young okra
